SCHOOL HOUSE. 


At the postponed hearing before 


County 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools 


Keppel in Los Angeles yesterday af- 
ternoon of the petitioners of the Low- 
er Azusa school district, praying to 
he annexed to the Covina school dis- 
trict, he recommended that all that 
portion of the territory south and 
west, 
including the 
Lower Azusa 


school house, with the exception of the 
ranches belonging to Messrs. Brotiso, 
Bass, Sloan, Larnphear, McKibben and 
Brockman, be annexed to the Covina 
district. 


The new territory added to the Co- 


vina district comprises 1100 acres, 
with an assessed valuation of $300,- 
000. 


The petition signed by W. M. War- 


ren and seven others for the annexa- 
tion of that, territory of the Lower 
Azusa district lying north and east of 
Covina was denied, the petition lack- 
Ing a majority of the heads of families 
within the district. 


The trustees of the Covina school 


district have agreed to take charge of 
the Lower Azusa school house on 
December 1, to maintain and pay the 
salaries of the present corps of teach- 
ers, to erect a school house at Span- 
ish Town for the Mexican children, 
numbering over 60, of that settlement. 


The reasons advanced for the .an- 


nexation of the said district were as 
follows:

In rainy weather 
they can make use of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, which runs right Into Covina. 


The Covina schools employ special 


supervisors of music, drawing, sloyd, 
and domestic science, and by becom- 
ing a part of that district we can have 
for our children better advantages 
than can possibly be furnished by 


Azusa school district. 


This petition represents very near- 


ly the unanimous wish of the people 
residing within the boundaries describ- 
ed and does not work any hardship on 
those who by their own choice remain 
outside as they will be allowed to send 
their children to the same school if 
they wish to do so without additional 
tuition.
